The Battle of Words Continues 


T IS NATURAL THAT ANY IN- 
conclusive military operation 
should be the cause of argument for 
many years afterward, and the 
much-criticized Dieppe raid has been 
no exception. 

The heavy cost of the operation 
—casualties were nearly 70 per cent 
—plus the assessment of the results, 
has been placed against the knowl- 
edge of amphibious attack that was 
gained. No. positive conclusion has 
yet been reached. 

Of particular interest to Cana- 
dians, however, since the bulk of the 
attacking force was from this coun- 
try, is the latest volume of the of- 
ficial history of the Great War which 
was released yesterday in London. 
The writer claims three serious de- 
fects marred the attack. He says 
much of the success of the plan was 
dependent upon surprise, which. was 
unlikely to be: achieved; supporting 
fire.was.inadequate.for the job;and 
the plan was too complicated and 
rigid. 


These accusations no doubt will 
call forth rebuttals. The argument 
is one for the experts.

The life history of a cicada 
begins when that happy horde 
of insects arrives to fill a few 
summer days The mother 
cicada finds a twig near the end 
of a.tree branch. She makes 
a series of grooves inside the 
wood and s each egg inside. 
Very often the twig is weakened 
and breaks and the cicada is 
blamed for damaging orchard 
trees. 

If a twig breaks and falls, each 
egg hatches a baby cicada onto 
the ground. Otherwise, haby has 
to hatch on the tree and take a 
flying leap to the ground. The 
youngster is a smaller copy of 
its parents, though it has no 
wings. It is in the nymph stage 
of its development. The first 
thing the young cicada does is 
to burrow underground. Down 
in the dark earth it finds com- 
fort, food and shelter. It feeds 
by -atteking the ¢rtiees from 
underground roots. And’ this 
underground life goes on for 
years and years and years 

In the south, there is a cicada 
that stays below ground for 
12 vears. It is called the 18-vear 
locusts The 17-year locust 
makes his home in the eastern 
states to the north. This cicada 
nymph stays below ground for 
16 long years. At the proper 
time, he uses his strong front 
feet to dig himself up to the sur- 
face By some magic, all his 
relatives in the neighborhood 
have chosen the very same time 
to give up life underground 

Our little cicada crawls a 
Short way up a friendly tree 
trunk, perhaps to avoid tangling 
with ants. There he rests, but 
not for long Soon his hard 
jacket begins to crack and split 
down the back A full-grown, 
winged: insect starts to come 
out It struggles and rests 
struggles and rest until it stands 
free and clear. It waits for its 
gauzy wings to dry in the sum- 
mer air and then flies up to join 
its merry companions on the 
wing
